Facts about Milk. 


Cream cannot 
rise 
througli a great 


depth of milk. 
If, therefore, 
milk is de- 


sired to retain its cream for a time, it 
should he put into a deep, narrow dish ; - 
and if it be desired to free it most com- 
! pletely of cream, it should be put 
into a 


J broad, flat dish, not much exceeding one 


I inch in depth. The evolution of cream is 
! facilcated by a rise, and retarded by a de- 
jpression, of temperature. At the usual 
! temperature of the dairy—fifty 
degrees of 


Fahranheit—all the creani. will probably 
rise in thirty-six hours; but in seventy de- 
grees, it will rise in half that time ; and 
when the milk is kept near the freezing 
point, the cream will rise «ry slowly, be- 
cause it becomes solidified. 


In wet and cold weather the milk is less 


rich than in dry and warm, and on this 
account, less cheese is obtained in cold than 
in warm, though not thundery, weather. 
The season has its effects. 
The milk in 


spring is supposed to bo the best for drink- 
ing, hence hi would he the best for calves; 
in summer it is the best suited f«r cheese; 
and in autumn, the butter for keeping is bet- 
ter than that of summer. The cows less 
frequently milked, give richer milk, 
and, 


consequently, more but'.er. The morning's 
milk is richer than the evening-'s, The 
. last drawn of each milking, at all times and 


I seasons, is 
richer than the first drawn, 


which the poorest.

NEW YORK, July 1st, '57.

HKIDKLDKKU, October Oth, INflO. 


My DEAU •••••••._! have been in- 


tending to write you for some time, but de- 
layed only, that we mightj first hear some- 
thing from home, as we have, in vain, been 
hoping to do, for a month past. 
One letter 


from A *'"*•, is all we have had, since 
H—"s of July liJth, while the mails from 
America, to (he middle of September, have 
arrived here. 
I fear some of our letters have 


been miscarried. 
If it wen; not for this, 


and the anxiety it causes us, we should not 
realize that we are so far from homo, and in 
a land so lately entirely new to us, so quick- 
ly have we become habituated ;to the quiet 
routine of'Cierman life. We are almost too 
much at home here, to feel the stimulus of 
travel, and go on, day after day, with our 
studies and amusements, in such a "jog-trot" 


way, 
that I hardly know what to pick out, 


that is worth writing you. Not that there is 
not much to interest and instruct us, on 
every side; but it is difficult to select any 
salient points. If we ever find ourselves 
snugly seated at H 
again, however, 


. I think I shall have enough to tell you, to 
last more than one long winter evening. 


I have amused myself in watching closely 


all I bave seen peculiar in the agriculture o' 
Europe : and though you must not expect 
any scientific information on the mysteries 
of fanning, yet I shall tell you of a great 
deal, which will amuse you, in contrast with 
home life. The tools, buildings, and modes 
of work among the peasants about here, re- 
semble those at H 
about as much as 


you and M 
resemble n Baiter (peasant) 


and Ins frau ; him, with his three cornered, 
Sunday hat, long blue surtout, very short iu 
the waist, and reaching to his heels, (a gen- 
uine Shanghai) red flannel vest, and knee 
breeches; her, with her blue calico dress, 
blue worsted stockings, and enormous black 
bow on the head, like a gigantic butterfly in 
deep mourning. 
What these peasants lack 


in intelligence and capital, they make up in 
real hard work, and their little plots of 
ground look like a garden. 
There are no 


large farms, as with us, but the peasants all 
live in little closely built villages, and walk 
sometimes several miles every day to and 


from their laud. This absence of buildings, 
and of fences, even along the high-roads, 
makes the whole broad Rhine valley look 
like one vast field. 


But, to see the most primitive style of 


farming, you must go off, among the narrow 
vallies of the Schwarzwald, (black forest) 
or OJ.r.wald, great tracts of hilly countryi 
lying north and south of us, on the eastern 
side of the Rliine valley. 
The hills are 


covered with forests, mostly belonging to the 
towns or the government, and carefully cul- 
tivated. They even have a professor of ar- 


j borictiVtute in the University; and no man 


I can receive the appointment of forester, 
without going through a regular course, and 
taking bis diploma, as for any other pro- 
fession. 


The narrow, winding vallies are filled with 


little villages, completely secluded from the 
world; whose inhabitants evidently hand 
down their implements, as they do their 
farms, from father to son, unehangod. The 
plows are generally of wood, with an iron 
shoe, and always with a wiiecl in front, to 
keep it from going too deep. 
Generally, 


also, it has a pair of shafts, while to make 
up for this, even their one harse vehicles have 
only a pole. 


This last however, is by no means pecu- 


liar to them, for I have seen many tlrays in 
the cities arranged in the same way, a single 
horse on one side of the pole. 
Their horses 


are few and poor j for draught, they use ox- 
en, or more generally cows, attached to the 
vehicle by ropes fastened to a piece of wood 
across their horns. Their hoes are as hea- 
vy as a Cooper's adze,and not unlike them in 
shape; and their scythe blades are not more 
than two or three feet long, and three or 
4inches broad at the base. As for cultivators, 
cradles, and all the paraphernalia of modern 
American farming.they have no idea of them. 
These Odenwald Barnes, are perhaps the 
extreme example of what I have yet seen, 
in this part of Europe ; but certainly there 
is everywhere a century's difference, in 
point of conveniences, between 
European 


and American farming, while the odds are 
against us, in point of thorough cultivation. 
1 wish you could have gone with me, through 
the "Pays de Waes," in Belgium, a tract Oj 
flat country, reaching from the Schldt, to_ 
ward the sea. 
You would have appreciated, 


even better than I, the perfection of cultiva- 
tion, which has made this spot famous 
throughout Europe, for its extraordinary 
fertility, after centuries of cultivation. 
The 


crops are much the same, as with in, leav- 
ing out maize, aud adding flax and hemp.— 
The only maize I have seen yet in Europe, 
was a little piece near Worms. 


\bont here, in the Jtliinc Valley, (not 


among the bills,) the chief crop of all, seems 
tu be tobacco, which is raised in very great 
quantities. 
In those more highly cultivated 


regions, like the "Pays de Waes" and the 
Rhine valley, pasturage in oncscn.se of the 
word is almost unknown ; even the space 
given to grass for mowing, is begrudged. 
But in Switzerland, on the other band, on 
those high hills, where cummer only reigns, 


wo -or three months of the year, far above 
lie range of true life, we saw enormous 
lurds of fine cows grazing. 
The first tiling 


ivliich suncli me, win; their colour, black, 


iviilli', or (inn ; ccarcely .1 red one. among 
iicin; and those nut. -M highly esteemed as 
he others. In most respects, Switzerland 
nniiuM mo more of America, mill espe- 


cially of New Kn;;]and fanning, than any 
other part ot'Kurope, 1 have seen, in the 
Iwtter cultivated portions, especially in the 
great and rich canton of Jiome, tlie farm- 
houses stand by themselves, each in the 
midst of its larm, instead of clustering into 
villages and they are almost all of a pattern, 
an enormously long, two story building 
house at one o:ul, barn at the other, with tu 
step stone causeway leading to the great hay 
door in the second story. 
By the way the 


roads here are better, than we can have any 
conception of in America, the common coun- 
try roads equal to our turnpikes, and the 
high roads as hard, dry and smooth as a 
flour. 
I long to have Charley and the light 


j wagon here, and astonish the slow going 
! Germans, with something of which they 


• never have seen the like—for a fast hor.ie 


j< and a trotting wagon are things unknown 
:: liere. In fact, they have no private pleas- 


I ure vehicle, except state coaches and such 


I lumber. You will laugh at my agricultur- 
!al remarks, and think, no doubt, with very 
'goodreason, that you could tell me a great 
ideal more of the farming here, than I know 
,! now, if you had been a weeK here. 
But I 


; only pretend to note what occurs to me,and 
being as you know, not much of a farmer 
myself, do not dare to go very ranch into 
particulars, for fear of showing my ignor- 
ance.
